THE PllUSSIVNS—A S1DEPISODF 


Just 78 yean ago—that 19, on the Jd of 


September, 1792—the town of \ erdun 
opened its gates to the Prussian army, 
which had been besieging it for three days 
under the command of the Duke of Bruns 
wick 


As General Kalkreuth and tho Prussia- 


princes were ndmg back from the town on 
their way to camp, after ratifying the con 
aitlons of the surrender, an officer of their 
suit, the Count ofHenkle, lieutenant in 
Kcehler s hussars, was shot dead in the 
street by somebody firing out of a barber s 
window 
Whether this murder was the 


result of an accident, or an idle freak, or a 
piece of misplaced patriotism has never 
•wen correctly ascertained , but the occur- 
rence led indirectly to that most melan- 
choly drama of the revolutionary annals 
j> hich Delille, Lamartme and \ ictor Hu"o 
have all sung as the "martjrdom of the 
virgins of Verdun " 


They were eight m number, these vir 


gins of Verdun, and their tale is indeed a 
pitiful one The news of the murder had 
no sooner spread through the town than 
immense consternation seized hold of 
everybody, and of course the Mayor was 
among the first to gallop after Kalkreuth 
and assure him that every reparation 
should be accorded if only the Prussians 
would take a merciful view of the unlucky 
uflair 
But the General, who was scared 


and furious, answered that the rules of 
war were peremptory, that the shot had 
been meant for him, and that Verdun 
knew now what it had to expect One 
can concave tho dismay of ths Mayor and 
panic among the citizens, who at once 
made sure that the Prussians would come 
and massacre them all, and afterwards 
put their town to ,the sack—no unlikely 
contingency as times went. In the midst 
of tho confusion, while everybody was 
vi ringing hu or her hands, and uttering 
lamentations, a lady stepped forward and 
suggested that, as a means of modifying 
the Xing, a depvtation of the pretties girls 
ot Verdun should be chosen to offer a cor- 
beillo of bonbons to his Majesty. The idea 
of presenting a basket of sweetmeats to a 
tough grimy old soldier was not, ptrhip.. 
the most appropriate that could haie been 
devised, but it v, as accepted by the Ver 
dunites with enthusiasm and eight youns 
ladies were immediately designated as del 
egates—their names were Su/anne, G i- 
bnelle and Barbe Henry, daughters of M 
Henry, President du Batlliage de Verdun 
Anne, Hcuriette, aud Helene Watrm 
daughter* of a retired offi er, Marguerite 
Angelic La Gironmere, daughter of the 
Keepsr of the Woods and Forests of the 
prtvince and Clairo Tabouillot, daughter 
of a magistrate 
They were all 'ofrndunt 


beauty," say the Crown. Prince s memoir- 
tbe eldest of them was not more than three 
and twcnty.and the two youngest were only

bourg has at last surrendcrecl. .Its re- 
sistance to a prolonged siege has -excited 
the wonder and admiration of the world, 
and will live forever in-the military.(.a- 
nalsof -Europe. 


Strasbourg is the capital and department 


of Bas-Rhin/ ~ and tormerly capital of 
Alsace. The fortified citylff of a triang- 
ular form, enclosed by baationed ramparts, 
strengthened by numerous outworks and 
entered by seven gates. At its eastern 
extremity is a strong pantagonal citadel 
built by Vauban, and by means of sluices 
the adjacent country may be laid under 
water. It is generally well built, with lofty 
houses, spacious squares, and streets inter- 
sected by branches of tbe 111. which are 
crossed by numerous wooden bridges. Out- 
side of the 
walls are several 
sub- 


urbs, a large artillery ground, with, a 
movement to'Kleben a hippodrome or race 
course, numerous gardens and places of 
public resort. The vast cathedral founded 
in the year 504, and tlie choir built by 
Charlemagne, is chiefly a modern edifice, 
begun in the tenth, but not finished till 
the fifteenth century, with a 9pire of 4GC 
feet in height, being higher even than that 
of St. Peter's at Rome. The building in 
every part in richly decorated with sculp- 
ture. It had a remarkable astronomical 
clock and fine stained glass windows be- 
fore its partial destruction by the Ger- 
man besieging army. 


Strasbourg is supposed- to Lave been 


built by tne Romans, who erected it 
as a barrier against tho incursions of 
the Germans, who, however, ultimately 
made themselves musters of it. and retain- 
ed possession till the reign of Clovis, who 
again drove them back upon the Rhine. 
In the sixth century it changed its ancient 
name of Argen.tom.tum for that of Str vs- 
bourg, and in ilia beginning of the 
tenth 
century 
became 
subject 


to the Emperors of Germany. Ifc after- 
wards acquired jrreat privileges, became 
a free town, and was governed as a Repub- 
lic. In 1031 it became permanently unit- 
ed to France. Strasbourg id the birth place 
of Marshal Kellerman, Gen. Ivtober and 
of Pierre SchoefFer.who contests with Gut- 
burg the honors of the invention of print- 
ing. A war correspondent thus describes 
;he wonderful spire of Strasbourg: 


"When the rays of da^ first flicker on 
lie eastern boundaries of Fnmoe, after 
having crowned Mont Blanc with glory, 
and having gilded the le?ser slopes and 
summits of the Alp?, they do obeiyanue to 
it Christian symbol, uplifted far on high, 
before they touch the soil of " the irreat 
nation.*' That symbol is the cross upon 
the topmost pinnacle of tho graud old 
Cathedral of Strasbourg. 


Strasbourg itself—the 
nnnient city— 


was an incipient seat of Teutonic civiliza- 
tion before the period of conquest by the 
Romans, The latter made it a city in. the 
time of Augusrus and called it their Ar- 
gentoratum.. The Huos under tho Attila, 
the Franks and ti.e Gauls successively 
gave it a history, until, dnrincr the Middle 
Ages, it emerged into u Christian life, and ' 
the ecclesiaRtieiil spirit began to enrich it 
with monuments of ahno-t imperishable 
Beauty. The chief of these was and is its 
Domkirche. or Cathedral Church, of which 
;hejspire is the noblest and most beauti-
